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CONFERENCE PROCEEDINGS 
Wednesday 1:30 P. M. 


The twenty-fifth annual session of Montana Conference, Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ, was convened in Harlem United Brethren 
church, Harlem, Mont., August 28, 1935 at 1:30 P. M. 


Devotions were lead by Bishop I. D. Warner, D. D. of Portland, Ore- 
gon. Rev. F. B. LaFavre sang, “Only Believe.” Bishop Warner then 
addressed the Conference on, “The Mission of the Church.” He stated 
that the church should “Act out the life of Christ. The Church must 
reflect Christ. The church is Christ’s mind thinking His thoughts after 
Him. The church is Christ revealed again.” 


After this vigorous address, Bishop Warner called the Conference 
to order for business transactions. Report of Committee on Memoirs 
was read by Mrs. Ulyssa K. Winter. Report adopted. 

Memorial services were then held for Rev. M. S. Bovey, a charter 
member of Montana Conference, who was called to his crowning during 
the year. The Secretary had charge of this memorial service. After 
reading the obituary and prayer by Rev. C. C. Hoffman, Rev. F. B. 
LaFavre spoke on Rey. Bovey as a scholar; Rev. W. E. Dye, on Rev. Bovey 
as a preacher; Mrs. U. K. Winter on Rev. Bovey, “As I Knew Him,” 
Bishop Warner, on “Some Impressions of Rev. Bovey.” Closing prayer 
was offered by Rev. Walter Lobb. 

Motion carried that the name of Rev. M. S. Bovey be placed on a 
new list for the conference, entitled, “The Departed.” 


Roi] call showed that there were eight ministers and six lay dele- 
gates present.

The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the first four rows 
of pews across the church.

Rev. C. C. Hoffman, Conference Supt., read his annual report. The 
report was adopted and recommendations referred to proper committees.

Report of meetings of Board of Administration were read and 
adopted. See report. 

In the absence of every member of the auditing committee, Bishop 
Warner appointed Rev. F. B. LaFavre and Rev. Walter Lobb to serve in 
that capacity. Other corrections of appointed committees were made as 
follows: Rev. G. K. Bergland to serve on committee of Conference 
relations and Rev. F. B. LaFavre on nominations. 

Dr. Hough inspired the Conference with a wonderful address on the 
general theme, “Our Resources,” .

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Thursday 9:00 A. M. 


Bishop I. D. Warner called the Conference to order. After the hymn, 
“All Hail the Power,” Rev. F. W. Agte led in devotion, reading II Tim- 
othy, Chapter two, first sixteen verses. 

Journal of previous day was read and adopted.

Conference.

Scripture 
lesson read was I. Cor. 13. 

Supt. J. H. Oehlerking of the Evangelical Church was introduced 
and addressed the Conference on the Organic Union of the Evangelical 
and United Brethren churches. Invitation to attend retreat was offered. 
Bishop Warner responded. Motion we accept the invitation of the 
Evangelical Conference to attend their Retreat at Columbus, Montana, 
January 8-12. Motion adopted. 

Bishop I. D. Warner then addressed the Conference on, “Training 
and Equipment of Roadbuilders.” The Bishop led us into the greatest 
needs of our lives and of the church and where and how to find the 
supply for that need.

At 2:30 in the afternoon Bishop Warner spoke on, “Vitalizing the 
Ministry.” 

Stationing committee read report appointing the pastors for the 
new year. 

Dr. J. S. Musselman gave the closing address for the day. 

There was raised in cash and subscriptions at the morning and 
afternoon services a total of $567 to suppliment Benevolent and Home 
Mission gifts to the various fields for the new year. 


Evening Services 


The evening services were addressed by Dr. S. J. Musselman, returned 
Missionary from Africa, Dr. S. S. Hough, General Secretary of the Board 
of Administration and by Bishop Warner. 

Special mention should be made of the new set of Home Mission 
slides prepared by Bishop Warner showing many familiar scenes on the 
Pacific District. These slides will help the United Brethren people in 
our larger churches in the east to understand our problems out here in 


Montana. 
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CONFERENCE REPORTS 


REPORT OF CONFERENCE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Bishop, Members and Friends, of Montana Conference, Church of 
The United Brethren in Christ, in the twenty-fith Annual Session. 
Christian Greetings :— 

I come to you with report of part of the work of the Kingdom of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, as it relates to Montana Conference, during this 
past year. Some things were accomplished, which cannot be recorded 
on paper. What is here recorded I submit for your earnest consideration. 

After several months of seeking adequate leadership for the Carlyle- 
Alpha-Ollie circuit, we secured Rev. Walter Lobb, of Eads, Colorado, who 
moved onto the field about the 10th of January. During these past 
eight months Brother Lobb has built some very constructive work. He 
will have charge of the “Communion Meditation” on Friday morning. 

The grim reaper, “Death,” entered the ranks of our ministry and 
called to his crowning, Rev. M. S. Bovey. Rev. W. B. Nelson will have 
the Memorial Service to honor this pioneer minister of Montana Con- 
ference. 

Reports from pastors up to August 10, record 99 conversions for the 
year; 34 of which are registered from Malta and 26 from Beach. The 
addictions reported up to this time show that 101 persons united with 
the Churches in the Conference, Malta leading with 25, While Great 
Falis records 24. Losses reported as follows—by transfer, 11; by death, 
12; other losses 32, making a total of 55, leaving a net gain of 46, in 
membership. 

Alpha, Ollie, Beach, Circle, Harlem and Trotters are expecting to 
pay their benevolent quota in full. Others will pay from 60 to 80 perent 
of quota.

The year’s work is history, wherein I have erred, let me assure you 
that such error came not from the heart and if I have offended anyone 
I humbly ask your pardon.

That we set a goal of 50 cents per member (enrolled) for the special, 
“Thanksgiving” offering for Home Missions in November. 


BOUNDARY AND FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The committee recommends the following: 
1. That there be one superintendent’s district. 
aes That the Carlyle-Ollie quarterly conference be requested to grant 
sisters of Rev. M. S. Bovey, Ada and Alma, the privilege to live in 
the parsonage at Carlyle for another year without rent. 
. That the Midale Class be under the supervision of the Malta 
q Arterly conference. 
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4. That the Contingent fund shall be used to pay the expenses of 
publishing the Conference minutes, the salaries of the Conference sec- 
retary and treasurer, and all other current and incidental expenses. 


5. That as large an offering as possbile be taken on Conference 
Sunday, same to be applied as follows: $115.00 applied toward payment 
of Benevolent budget; $100 to be placed to the Circle note, and the 
balance placed in the Conference Mission and Church Extension fund. 
That we urge every pastor to solicit for these funds, and subscriptions 
to be called out on Conference Sunday. That we authorize the con- 
ference treasurer to send reminders of subscriptions during the Con- 
ference year. 


6. That we put Christ’s Kingdom work first and make no apology 
for the benevolence quota. That pastors explain the claims of the 
causes in the apportionment and make plain that Christ’s cause is built 
up when we support these causes. That we adopt the plan of paying 
ONE TENTH OF THE BENEVOLENCES FOR THE YEAR AT THE 
END OF EVERY MONTH FOR THE FIRST TEN MONTHS for the 
reason that we believe this to be the easiest and surest way to pay 
out in full. 


7. That we accept as a standard that the minimum salary for this 
conference year, for every pastor serving a full charge, full time shall 
be twelve hundred dollars and parsonage. 


8. That in harmony with the request of the General Home Mission 
and Church Erection Board for this year, we select one of the active 
pastors as conference superintendent. The sum of $120.00 to be placed 
in the budget for his traveling and incidental expenses, and this actually 
be paid. The conference superintendent to hold in person the first and 
fourth quarterlies, the second and third quarterlies only to be held 
where the work may demand it. All pastors to report quarterly to the 
District Leaders who in turn report to the superintendent, so that they 
may keep in touch with them and the work. 

9. That the pastors receiving support from the Conference Mission 
and Extension fund be paid monthly. 


10. That the budget system be established in all our churches, includ- 
ing the every-member canvass, and envelopes, and that, in harmony 
w.th the General Conference action, the next annual simultaneous every- 
member canvass to be held in May, 1936. 


11. That at the close of each month the treasurer of the benevolences 
of each local church shall make out his report of receipts for the month 
and transmit the same to the conference treasurer not later than the 
third day of the ensuing month. The conference treasurer shall report 
to the general church treasurer at Dayton, Ohio, on the fifth day of 
each month. He shall reserve, however, sixty-four percent, or $1024.00 of 
the $1600 apportioned to Montana Conference and send the other 36 
percent, or $576, to the general church treasurer, which shall be recog- 
nized as a preferred claim. 

12. That the conference treasurer receive $50.00 and the conference 
secretary receive $50.00 for their services. 

13. That the confeence treasurer give bond for one thousand, five 
hundred dollars. 

14. That the deficit in the Contingent Fund be drawn and paid from 
the Benevolence Budget. 

15. That we set a goal of 50 cents per member (enrolled) for the 
special Thanksgiving Offering for Home Missions in November.

16. In view of the fact that some of our churches have long overdue 
foans from the Church Erection Society, we recommend that Dr. Wiedler 
be asked to visit these churches and study their problems and make such 
readjustments as can be agreed upon. 

17. That we endorse the “Covenant Plan” as presented by the Board 
of Administration. That before the canvass is made, proper informa- 
tional work be done. That missionary education be given once each 
month in the Sunday School through the use of “Worship Pathways” 
and an offering be lifted for benevolences. That there be a check up 
on every charge every three months.

Christ commands us to bestir ourselves and to go out into our 
communities and compel by spiritual dynamic those for whom He died 
to ccme into His Kingdom and into the Church. Church bells are 
beautiful, chimes are sweeter, but you might as well expect to land a 
bass with a trombone as to win sinners with peals from a church tower. 
Sinners are more wily than bass and if we would be successful fishers 
of men we observe certain rules. 

1. We must go where the fish are. 

2. We must know what kind of bait will attract them. 

3. We must know how to use the landing net. 

Let us, therefore: 

1. Promote with renewed vigor and sarificial consecration, a cam- 
paign of personal Evangelism as outlined in the “Handbook of Evange- 
lism.” 

2. Call our local church leaders into conferene and prayerfully plan 
to enlist the whole church in a whole year of activity in personal 
evangelism. 

3. And since we recognize the need of Divine leadership in all 
spiritual endeavor, that we set apart the week of Otober 6 to 13 as, 
“Rligious Emphasis Week.” 'This week to be observed with five nights 
of special services of message and prayer. And, that we urge our entire 
membership to meet with us every night during the week for preparation 
for this task through communion and fellowship with the Master. 

4. That we study our indivicual fields, through constituency lists and 
community survey for prospects. 

5. That we observe Holy Communion on Sunday, October 13, at 
which time each one be challenged to win a convert and church member 
whom they will bring to the next Communion service. 

6. That we further prepare our workers through a study of our 
privileges and opportunities as co-workess with the Master; using as a 
text book, ‘“Lost—A Human Soul,” by Black, published by the Southern 
Presbyterian Board, Richmond, Virginia. 
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7. That we designate the first Sunday of each month as New Mem- 
bership Day, and that we earnestly endeavor to receive new members 
every month of the Conference year. 

8. That we also study and practice evangelism through missions the 
coming year. That every Sunday School have an interesting missionary 
exercise once each month with an offering for benevolence, utilizing the 
new booklet, “Worship Pathways” which has been especially prepared for 
this purpose.

STEWARDSHIP REPORT 
August, 1935 


Although the Bible teaches Stewardship from beginning to end, and 
promises rich rewards for faithful stewards in many of the parables that 
Jesus used in His teaching, we find that comparatively few of the laity 
in our Church, or any other denomination know what true stewardship 
means. 

If the study of Stewardship could be presented to the average church 
member in a way that would burn the message into his heart and life, 
the whole world would be revolutionized by its dynamic power. A mere 
reference in the pulpit once a year is not enough for the most important 
duty of a Christian. 

Let us look into the future for just a moment and see what would 
happen if every Christian would become a “Faithful Steward.” A new 
era would begin! The history of the Church would be entirely changed. 
The forces of evil would be convinced of the power of God as the “Owner 
of all things.” The Church would not need to beg for money, or the use 
of time and talents, it would flow in as naturally as the river flows into 
the sea. 

Be it resolved, therefore, that as Christians in this Conference, we 
become “Christian Stewards;” that a more intensive study of Steward- 
ship be undertaken; that more reading of books like “This Grace Also,” 
“The Sharing Life,’ “Stewardship and Missions,” recommended by our 
general Stewardship Department; and that we do not stop with reading, 
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but use what we read to bring us into that “More Abundant Life” that 
Jesus came to give. As God “Gave His Only Begotten Son” for us, may 
we “Give of cur Best to the Maker.”

REPORT OF SEMINARY COMMISSION 


We have located at the center of our denomination a “School of 
the Prophets for the training of our ministry. After the re-location of 
the Seminary buildings the administration of this fine institution suf- 
fered much because of the heavy financial burden. At the last General 
Conference provision was made for the indebtedness and each year since 
then a designated amount as preferred from the Benevolence Budget 
has been paid. 

This, however, does not lessen our responsibility and opportunity in 
our Cash Day offering. No provision was made for the current expenses 
of the institution, aside from the Benevolence Budget. The Seminary 
needs a yearly income of $49,000.00 from the church in Cash Day offer- 
ing. This amount is $10,000.00 less than the current expenses ten years 
ago. For the past year the goal from all churches was $25,000.00, but 
only $15,000.00 was paid. 

Realizing the need of this great institution for the training of our 
ministry, we recommend that 

1. October 13 be set as Seminary Cash Day and that committees be 
appointed in each local chcrch immediately. 

2. That we recommend a goal for each church equal to one tenth of 
its Benevolence Quota for this special offering.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE 


Six days God worked and completed His plan of creation, and on 
the seventh day He rested. And the Bible tells us He sanctified the 
seventh day and made it a Holy Day. 


Later we are reminded to remember the Sabbath day to keep it Holy. 
Jesus said, “The Sabbath was made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath.” We believe that the Christian Sabbath is divinely appointed; 
that it is a commemoration of our Lord’s resurrection, and is an emblem 
of our eternal rest; that it is essential to the welfare of the Christian 
Church, and that it should be reverently observed. 


Of all the questions which confront us in this depression, none is of 
more vital importance than that of our attitude towards the Sabbath. 
And it seems unthinkable that men and women can live today in utter 
disregard of an institution so inseparably linked with the destiny of 
mankind. Expresident Theodore Roosevelt sad, “If the Sabbath goes, 
everything goes with it.” God said, “Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy.” But the modern version expressed in present day desecra- 
tion is, “Forget the Sabbath day and dishonor it.” That the day is 
sacred does not appear to enter the minds of the people. 

Money and pleasure are the Gods worshiped and in many places 
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there is an increasing tendency to hold public entertainments on the 
Sabbath day, such as rodeos, carnivals, ball games, dances card games, 
picture shows, lawn tennis and golf. Let us eat, drink and be merry, is 
the slogan of the hour. If this trend of events be anything of a spiritual 
thermometer it is certain that multitudes have lost their appreciation 
of God. 


When we speak of the Sabbath desecration we hear again that 
universal excuse, “Well times have changed you know.” Times may have 
changed as far as people are concerned, but God has not changed, 
neither has He left His throne. Righteousness and order are still the 
law of heaven. 

If we do not keep the Sabbath day holy we have as much chance to 
save the nation as the devil has of playing a harp in Glory. 

Should the enemies of our Christian Sabbath succeed in repealing 
the Sabbath laws, all Christian work would be paralyzed, for the Lord’s 
Day is the foundation of Christian civilization and public morality. 

We therefore recommend and urge that at least one sermon a year 
be preached on Sabbath observance, and that our people honor the Lord’s 
day in every possible way in both their private and public lives, and to 
protest against and refrain from attending all gatherings that desecrate 
the Sabbath.
